Héw ‘Lamb Got Place. 


John Lamb has been a member of 
the house for sixteen years, and under 
the rule of precedent, was entitled to 
the position he received. To set him 
aside would hzve been a violation of 
its usual custom and of long-estab- 
lished precedent. 

He is a Virginian, commanded Com- 
any D, Third Virginia cavalry, through 
three years of war, and was several 
times wounded. He is a southern 
democrat. 

Mr. Lamb may have made mistakes: 
he may have been guilty of errors of 
judgment; as he is 72 years of age, he 
is sometimes crochety in temper. But 
to strike at Underwood over the head 
of Lamb is about as fair as it would 
be to charge his selection to Repre- 
sentative Brantley, of Georgia, or any 
other member of the ways and means 
committee. 

Harris Trying to Use Lamb Incidents. 

The adoption of the Lamb incident 
by William J. Harris in a circular let- 
ter he is sending out was called to the 
attention of the Underwood headquar- 
ters here today hy a Georgia farmer. 
He wants to know if this. same Un- 
derwood is not the man whose name 
the farmers’ free list 
bill which passed the house last year, 
and would today be a law but for 
President Taft’s veto. 

This same farmer was evidently mot 
As dense a “rube’ as the Wilson man- 
agers took him to be.

“He was running the machine at a 
frightful rate of speed,” declared Mrs.

The first reports from the hospital 
were to the effect that the child was 
not believed to have been seriously in- 
jured, but it afterwards developed that 
he was unconscious from a fracture of 
the skull. He was badly battered 
about limbs and body, and suffered 
severe contusions. .The last reports 
from the surgical ward were that the 
child was in a dying condition.

9,000 Surface Closets, 

One of the important matters, how- 
ever, which Chairman Haden will dis-| 
cuss, is the number of surface closets 
within a mile and a half radius of the 
center of the city. In regard to this 
Chairman Haden said yesterday: 

‘The nearly nine thousand surface 
closets still remaining in use within 


paramount evil. These: are located 
mainly along private alleys. Under 
the present city law the property owner 
along the alley is not only required to’ 
build at his own expense the sewer to; 
connect his property with the nearest, 
street sewer, but, In addition thereto,| 
seventy cents per foot for each front, 
foot he owns, for the privilege of mak-} 
ing the connection. 
Reduce the Charge. | 
“Viewed from one angle, this priv-' 
ilege charge of seventy cents looks 
reasonable, as the city furnishes trans-| 
mission through its trunk sewers to 
effect the final discharge. But, looked 
at from another angle, it is a heavy tax 
on cleanliness. The little house on 
the alley pays small rent. The con- 
sensus of opinion is that the city could 
afford to allow these alleys connected 
without the privilege charge, if the 


|} property holders pay the cost of all 


the necessary connecting sewers. This 
done, the city can then without hesita- 
tion compel property owners to join in 
sharing the cost of such connecting 
sewers, each in proportion to his front- 
age. This system, put into effect, 
should in twelve months reduce the 
total] number of surface closets within| 
the one and one-half mile area down' 
to 4,500, and in two years eliminate 
this evil. 

“The assistant city attorney advises| 
me that the charge of seventy cents 
for the privilege of striking.the sewer 
is in our city charter, and would require 
the charter to be amended before the 
plan I suggest could become operative. 
This is one of the ghings to be dis- 
cussed at the meeting of ithe chamber 
of commerce next Tuesday.

Greeted by Great Crowds, 

Colonel Roosevelt’s speech was de- 
livered at the close of the second day 
of his campaign in West Virginia and 
Kentucky. He made two speeches here. 
The aguditorium in which Colonel 
Rcosevelt spoke tonight was altogether 
too small for the crowd which sought 
admittance, 

A platform had been erected in front 
of the courthouse and the colonel made 
an address there to an overflow meet- 
ing. 

In addition to touching upon local 
political conditions, Colonel Roosevelt 
dwelt at length on what. he said he 
regarded as the fundamental issue in 
this campaign. This issue, he said, was 
best expressed in the sentence which 
he is now interjecting into almost 
every speech, to the effect that the 
“country must be a pretty good place 
for al) of us if it is te be a good 
place for any of us.” 

Met by Governor Glasscock. 

As Colonel Roosevelt entered 
state he was met by Governor Glass- 
cock who acted as pilot for the re- 
mainder of the day’s journey and in- 
troduced the colonel to the crowds. 

Several times during the day the 
tolonel wag called from his car to 
make short speeches to the crowds 
which had collected at the stations. 
At Huntington, W. Va., the largest 
crowd of the day and one af the largest 
Colonel Roosevelt has seen on this 
campaign met him.

The senate committee on agriculture the other day ordered re- 
ported favorably a bill the enactment of which would be a far step 
in redressing an immemorial the 
Framed by Senator Smith, of South Carolina, it provides that the 
director of the census, in connection with the ginners’ report of 
cotton production, shall publish the foreign and domestic consump- 
tion of cotton of American production, the surplus held by cotton 
manufacturers of the United States and the exports. 

It would have been better had the measure included statistics 
of consumption of cotton wherever produced and foreign as well as 
“domestic mill stocks. In this way only could complete information 
be gained of the cotton-status throughout the world, and the gov- 
ernment has sufficient international machinery at its disposal to 
assure at least approximate accuracy in such an undertaking. 

A beginning has been made, however, and that is something. 
For years past the census reports and the agricultural department 
have scrupulously kept the world informed as to the volume ana 
quality of the crop at its every stage, playing into the hands of 
market manipulators and to the detriment of the farmer. The lat- 
ter has been handed few or no compensatory features. He has not, 
for instance, been given any official data of the dimensions or 
world’s consumption, armed with which he might have kept his 
acreage within reasonable bounds and been eficouraged to make 
sacrifites to hold his output until prices reached the level indicated 
by demand. 

' In other words, the farmer has been growing his cotton in 
complete light and selling it in absolute darkness. The anomaly is 
so unjust and indefensible that the wonder. is it should not long ago 
have been dissipated.

MEASURE TO DESTROY 
FOREIGN SHIPPING POOLS 


Washington, April _4.—A bill de- 
signed to break up foreign shipping 
pools and combinations and to give 
to this government greater control 
over such alleged restraints of trade 
which originate outside the United 
States was introduced today by Rep- 
resentative Humphrey, of Washington. 
The government now has several antt- 
trust suits pending against foreign 
steamship combinations. 

The bill would provide that any 
véssel, not of the United States, owned 
or controlled by any person or cor- 
‘poration adjudged to have violated 
the Sherman law, be prohibited from 
entering any port of the United States 
or clearing therefor, under penalty of 
$25,000 for each offense. 

The bill would also provide that the 
postmaster general cancel the mail- 
carrying contract of any vessel owned 
or controlled by persons adjudged vio- 
lators of the law. The bill was re- 
ferred to the committee on merchant 
marine, which is yrepering to investi- 
gate the alleg ipping combine,

TWO ASSASSINS 
STILL AT LARGE 


Change of Venue for Trial of 
the Hillsville Murderers 


Seems Certain. 


Hillsviile, Va. April 4.—Another 
day's pursuit of the courthouse assas- 
sins still at large had brought no news 
ef success from the posses in the 
mountains late tonight. 

Jordan Edwards, one of the Allens’ 
kinsman, arrested yesterday charged 
With giving aid to Sidna Allen and 
Wesley Edwards, the only two outlaws 
of the band who have not been taken, 
got a grilling at the nands of the de- 
tective chiefs today in the hope that 
he might tell the whereabouts of his 
kinsmen. The mountaineer \ was firm, 
and did not betray them. He scorned 
an offer that the $1,500 offered for the 
men should be his if he gave them up. 
it developed that he is in Sidna Allen's 
debt. Detectives have found a great 
many others in this country in the 
same plight, who fear being suspected 
of aiding the officers!)

the murderers seems certain. Clerk 
Goad, the only officer of Carroll court 
who was iiot Killed in the assassination 
of March i4, is the principal witness 
for the prosecution.
